THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION 


W ashington, N ov. J .—T he following 
proclamation was issued by the President 
to-day:■ 
A I’kocla JI axion - At no recurrence of tho sea 
boh which the devout habits of religious i*eople 
has made the occasion lor giving thanks lo Al­ 
mighty Hod, aul humbly invoking fits continued 
favor, has the material prosperity enjoyed by our 
whole country been wore conspicuous, more 
maniiold or more uuiversal. During the past 
year, also, unbroken peace with all foreign na 
lions, the general prevalence of domestic tran­ 
quility, the supremacy and security of the great 
inst’tutlwiis ol civil aud religious freedom, have 
gladdened tile hearts of our people and confirmed 
their attachment to their government, which the 
wisdom and courage of our ancestors so filly 
framed, aud the wisdom and courage their de* 
BCendants have so lirmly maintained, to be the 
habitation of liberty aud justice to successive 
generations. Now, therefore, I, Rutherford B. 
Hayes, i’resident ol tho Lulled States, do ap­ 
point 
THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 27th, 
as a day of national thanksgiving and prayer, 
and I earnestly recommend that, withdrawing 
themselves from secular cares and labors, the 
people of the United states do meet together on 
m at day iu their respective places of worship, 
there to give thanks aud praise to Almighty Hod 
for his mercies, and to devoutly beseech their 
continuance. 
Iu witness whtreof, I have hereunto set my 
hand and cuut-cd the seal of the United States lo 
be adiated. Done at the City of Washington, this 
3d day of November, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand, tight hundred and seventy-nine, and 
of the independence ol the Unit rd Mates and one 
hundred and fourth.

THE STATE SENATE. 
The Senate ot Wisconsin will be a strong 
body next session. Some of the ablest men 
in the State have been elected this fall. 
From the Second District, Hon. D. M. Kel­ 
ly has been elected. 
He was a member of 
the Assembly in IST?, again in 18 <3, and 
was speaker in 1379. 
He has dash and 
energy, ability and firmness, is a good par­ 
liamentarian, a fine speaker, and will take 
one cl the first places in the Senate. 
From the Fourth District, there will be 
Hon. O. B. Thomas, another stalwart Re­ 
publican, who has been elected by nearly 
a thousand majority. The majority was 
well 
deserved, 
and 
those 
who 
voted for him may congratulate them­ 
selves that no better or abler man was ever 
sent to the State Senate. 
He was a mem 
ber of tho Assembly in 18G2, again in 18G5, 
and was re-elected for the session of 1807, 
and during the session of that year made 
one of the best and ablest speeches on the 
railway question ever made in the Assem­ 
bly. Mr. Thomas is one of tho most suc- 
cesstul lawyers in tho State, is a clear, 
ready, and forcible speaker, and will be 
counted from the start one of the foremost 
of tho Senators in point of ability and in­ 
fluence. 
Then there is Hon. Ham Richardson. 
who will have finished his fourth year in 
the Senate next winter. 
He was in the 
Assembly 
in 
1SGI 
and 
therefore 
has haj considerable experience in the 
Legislature. He is a practical busine;S 
man, has unflagging Industiy, is thorough­ 
ly acquainted with the Legislative rules, 
and wields much influence. 
Sam s. Fifield, of the Twenty-fourth 
District, has been returned to the Senate. 
Ile was Sergeant-at-arms of the Assembly 
in 1371 and again in 1372, and was a mom 
ber in 1374, and 1370, when he was chosen 
Speaker. He was elected to the Senate In 
1S7G and now has two more terms before 
him. Ile is full of energy, has an extensive 
knowledge ot parliamentary law, and has a 
great amount of personal strength. He 
will do much 
to 
give the Senate 
life and to make it solid. 
Another of the stalwarts, and one of 
the knight-errants of our political chivalry, 
is Hon. George B. Burrows, of the Twenty- 
fifth district, which includes Madison. He 
has already served three years in the Sen­ 
ate, and 19 one of the cool, sagacious, and 
reliable men ot that body. 
He exerts a 
commanding influence and never misuses 
it. In framing the Legislature ol the State. 
Mr. Burrows takes an important part. 
Among the weli-kuowa men of the Sen­ 
ate, is the combative and dashing VV. T. 
Price, of the Thirty-second District, He 
was in the Assembly m 1851; was in the 
Senate la 18C7, 1870, 1871, 1879, 1878, 
and has been re-elected for another term. 
He is a fast friend and an unrelenting foe, 
a true man and a staunch Republican. He 
is in some respects like a singed cat—better 
than he appears. 
He is a faithful official, 
exceedingly industrious, thoroughly un­ 
derstands his duties, and never compro­ 
mises with those he opposes. His influ­ 
ence is often neutralized by his quick 
temper and blunt manners, but he is one 
of the first men rn the Senate. 
The Democrats have not been very for­ 
tunate in electing the best limber to the 
Senate. 
They have some fair material 
but It cannot be compared with the Re­ 
publican side of the Senate. »Uon. Geo. U. 
Paul, who bas just been re-elected irom 
Milwaukee, is the leader of the Democrats 
in the Senate. 
He is an educated gentle­ 
man, polished in his manner, and in some 
respects quite conservative in his political 
Views. 
These are some of tho leading men in the 
Senate. There are others who will do good 
service and whose presence will be felt, 
but those whom we have mentioned can 
properly bs called tee leaders. They are 
worthy of the places given them.

New Y ore, Nov. G—The Republican 
situation has greatly improved. 
There 
seems now good reason to hope that the 
entire Republican State ticket is elected, 
with the exception of Soule, candidate for 
Stato Engineer and Surveyor, whose de­ 
feat is duo to causes entirely wit hout sig­ 
nificance as far as the general result is 
concerned. 
The Tribune's estimates upon the rest of 
the State, compared with 
these totals, 
gives Hoskins a margin of COO to 1,000 
oyer Potter on the total vote ; Carr a mar­ 
gin cl 900 over Beach ; Wadsworth a 
margin of 2,309 over Olcott ; 
Wendell 1,- 
050 over Mackin; Ward 5,240 oyer Schoon- 
maker 
Ward’s heavy plurality 19 said to 
be due to the fact that maoy ballots for 
Schoonmaker bore a ’Mr,” which lnvalita- 
ted them. 
These are estimates, to be sure, 
but further returns are likely to increase 
the Republican lead rather than to dimin­ 
ish it, as at least five towns which give 
heavy Republican majorities have not yet 
sent complete returns.

The few who remain 
over to-day leave to-night, and the Gener­ 
al and Mrs. Grant will have an opportuni­ 
ty of meeting informally with their old 
Galena neighbors. The Chicago delega­ 
tion departed east on President Ackerman’s 
train this morning, a number converting 
the sleepers last night into a hotel on the 
track. 
General Grant in the forenoon visited 
several friends down town, dropping Into 
their stores aud offices and enjoying iormal 
chat6 with them. It is needless to say that 
the whole of Galena is watching him 
closely. On the streets, in the shops and 
offices and dwellings, the same impression 
prevails. Senator McClellan, one of the 
General's old-time friends, voiced the 
universal sentiment when he said to 
mo to-night: 
"I 
don’t 
know 
any 
cnange in General Grant since the day he 
left here lo go into the army. He may 
have some more freedom, or rather less 
embarrassment, in the presence of the pub­ 
lic than he did then, but that would come 
from his association with the most promi­ 
nent men of this ani othercouatries. The

A D ane C ounty C onstable S h o t b y 
T ra m p . 


M a d iso n, Wis., Nov. G—Great excite­ 
ment was created here this evening by the 
reception of a dispatch from Windsor, a 
village six miles from here, announcing 
that Constable Wilsey had beta danger­ 
ously shot by tramps, and called for help. 
Superintendent Collins, of Milwaukee, w *s 
appealed to by District Attorney Reynolds 
fora special train, which was immediately 
ordered, and the Sheriff with officers and a 
posse to the number of seventy-five at once 
dispatched to Windsor. 
The following account of the difficulty 
has just been received from Windsor: This 
evening four tramps entered the district 
schoolhouse tor the purpose of remaining 
all night, coming from the direction of 
San Prairie. Dan Wilsey, a constable, 
with several others, repaired to the school­ 
house to arrest them on a warrant sworn 
out by a party near Sun Prairie, whom 
they 
shot 
at 
late In the afternoon. 
The 
tramps 
were 
found 
snugly 
enscoused with their boots off, and to all 
appearance asleep. The Constable took the 
worst looking specimen in charge. 
Ou 
reaching the door the tramp commenced 
to resist, and in tho melee drew his revol­ 
ver, shooting Wilsey, dangerously wound­ 
ing him. Only one of the tramps was se­ 
cured, the balance, including the one that 
shot the officer, making their escape, going 
in a northerly direction. 
The^e arc doubtless the same gang that 
robbed the store at McFarland night be­ 
fore last, and are described as large and 
desperate men. 
The special tram reached Windsor at 9 
p. rn , and the officers are now scouring 
the different roans in search of the tramps, 
who will be roughly dealt with if cap­ 
tured. 
The Sheriff with tho special train ar­ 
rived from Windsor a tli o’clock with one 
of the tramps captured, who gives his 
name as Tom McDonald. He Is a hard- 
looking citizen. He says he joined the 
gang this morning, was from down the 
river, and was on his way teethe pineries. 
Tne other tramps escaped in a cornfield, 
and made off in a northwest direction. The 
officers are in pursuit. 


STARVED TO D EA TH . 


T h e R em ain s o f an A ged Ham Found 
In a S ta c k o f C o rn sta lk s in S t. 
G oals. 
St. Louis, Nov. G -I n a cavity in the 
centre of a stack of cornstalks, in a field 
not far west of Grand avenue, the remains 
of a venerable pilgrim of unknown name 
were found to-day. His white hair and 
beard betokened an age of at least 75 years, 
while his emaciated form left little doubt 
that death wa9 duo to weakness and star­ 
vation. He had evidently been dead sev­ 
eral days, and one or two residents of 
that 
vicinity 
remembered 
that 
last 
week they had given him food. 
He seem­ 
ed to be a man of more intelligence and 
refinement than the ordinary tramp, but 
he told no one anything of his affairs. The 
Investigation goes to show that on last 
Saturday night he probably crowded into 
the stack for protection from the cold, and 
that exposure rendered him so weak thai 
he coaid not crowd out again to seek as­ 
sistance or food, so he laid there and died 
of starvation. 
The caso has attracted a 
good deal of attention, and the poor old 
Rip Van Winkle will be held a couple <?f 
days in the hope that he may be identified. 
lf be is not, his photograph will be taken, 
and he will be buried in Potter's Field.

J. P. Whitney, ! 'rmerly of Colorado, 
makes some exclamations in regard to an 
interview with him, about Leadville and 
its mines which appeared in the World of 
October 10th. Mr. Whitney wishes, the 
first place, to say that he .is not Dr. J I* 
Whitney, of California, who is a well 
known physician of that State. 
To a re­ 
porter of the World he good-naturedly 
said yesterday: "I call myself simply J P 
Whitney, though I was dubbed an Honor­ 
able” by the territorial legislature of Col­ 
orado in a parchment emanating from that 
body in 18GS and recording an unanimous 
vote upon a series of resolutions {thanking 
me with the governor’s signature and the 
great seal of the territory tor my personal 
efforts in securing the first gold medal of 
the world’s exposition at Paris In 1867 for 
Colorado .ores. 
Mr. Whitney said furthermore that in 
former.ycars in Colorado he was very much 
amused by being generally called "Profes­ 
sor,” while since the late discovery of the 
great wealth of the mines about Leadville 
he had been designated by some of bls 
friends as a "damphool!” for not holding 
on to all the mines he once possessed there. 
Neither of these appellations does he think 
himself entitled to. 
"Why did you not hold on to those rich 
veins ?” asked the reporter. 
"I did under the territorial laws, which 
were also ratified by tho action of Con­ 
gress, which gave mo undisputed title to 
over four hundred continuous mines, none 
of which were less than sixteen hundred 
feet in length. Them I held by discovery, 
pre-emption and improvement as real es­ 
tate until the new mining law of the Uni­ 
ted States of 1872 came iota operation, 
which required a continuous working of 
the mines or an expenditure of one hun­ 
dred dollars upon each one hundred feet in 
linear measurement to secure a United 
States patent, otherwise all mines were 
open to new locators, and in 137G and 1877 
these mines were relocated, and I doubt ii 
any are left worth looking after, though I 
am going out for the fun of the thing to 
look around.” 
"I suppose you feel a good deal of regret 
at allowing all this 
property to slip 
through your hands ?” 
"No. not much. 
Although life is full cf 
regrets, I feel but little on this score for 
myself, though for a company to which I 
sold a portion of my property and which 
lost its property as I did, I do feel sorry. 
Wa must step aside and give others a 
chance. If I had all these properties to­ 
day I should have been worked to death, 
&Qd perhaps as uneasy and nervous as a 
millionaire mind owner from Leadville 
whom I saw to-day. Colorado is too large 
to be controlled by a few men, as Nevada 
is V” 
“Do you think Colorado presents belter 
inJuceuieuis for miniog than Nevada ?” 
"Yes. altogether. 
There are but a few 
great mines in Nevada. 
Take away the 
Comstock—which, with all its bonanzas, 
has cost more lo work the whole vein than 
has been produced Irom it—and you have 
not got a great deal left. Colorado has 
dozens of rn Hies which will approach, if 
not surpass, the Comstock vein.” 
"Do you think the best mines in Colora­ 
do have been already discovered ?” 
"By no mcaus; not but what a great 
many already discovered will pan out alto­ 
gether in excess of present developments 
os they are sunk into. biff I there are lit­ 
erally thousands of rich veins in Colorado 
yet over which the pick has not yet been 
swung.” 
"Are not these mines visible on the sur­ 
fing ?” 
"Yes, almost always; yet, owing to their 
oxidized surface exhibits and the oblitera 
Hon of surlace by rock and earth slides, 
they are not always in sight, and, besides 
rich veins do not alwaysshow their wealth 
at third surface croppings. 
Sometimes 
the miner strikes at once a chimner or pay 
streak which opens into a bonanza, but 
generally not.” 
“How did the mines appear to you about 
Leadville when you first saw them V* 
"In the most prominent cases like roads 
on the mountain sides, aud tho eye could 
follow them for long distances. I was like 
Aladdin in the garden without hardly re­ 
alizing it. I was quite alone in this re­ 
gion with my band of employed prospec­ 
tors. 
VV Leu I returned into this region 
alter the assays I had made at Denver in 
1305,1 helped myself to three or four hun- 
dred mines, besides taking up large quan­ 
tities of water-powers and tunnel sites un* 
der the territorial laws.” 
"Did you take them all iu your own lo­ 
cality ?” 
‘‘No; I went from mountain to moun­ 
tain. Ou Fletcher mountain, a few miles 
from Leadyille, where I thought the min­ 
eral veins most prominent of any, I took 
up over IGO,OOO feet of mines in tea days. 
I took up here some mines for two or three 
mines m length, plainly visible on the sur­ 
face. In some instances the partially oxi­ 
dized orcs with argentiferous galena pro­ 
jected some feet above the surface rocks, 
and I amused myself in some instances in 
having the men detach large masses weigh­ 
ing many tons ol glittering ore, and roll 
them down the steep mountain side to see 
their rapid flight and final disintegration. 
In some instances a few feet of shaft sink­ 
ing would develop solid veins of argentif­ 
erous galena from four to six feet in width. 
But it must be remembered that at that 
time there was not a railroad in Colorado, 
nor one within 600 miles of these mines.

Senator Chandler was not unpopular 
with the ex-Confederate element of the 
Senate. His Jeff. Davis speech wa9 a 
thunderbolt. It was so totally unexpected, 
so sudden, and spoken with such force that 
ne paralyzed the Democratic side, and 
there was no man who cared to answer 
him. 
The speech wa9 an impulse. Judge 
Uoar had made an attack upon the Mexi­ 
can pensioa bill, and Jeff. Davis, to whom 
it gave a pension, and Lamar, Garland and 
others answered him by eulogizing Davis. 
Chandler sat on his chair and heard them, 
oohing with indignation. 
When Garland 
sat down Chandler arose, white with e x ­ 
citement. 
He addressed the chair, spat a 
large quid of tobacco into his hand and 
dung it unconsciously across the chamber. 
lie then began that impassioned speech 
that is now so famous. 
After the senate adjourned in March, 
1875, and Chamber became a private citi­ 
zen for the first time in eighteen years, I 
met him at the Safe Deposit company in 
Washington, where he was superintending 
the unfading of a wagon full of chests.

At a meeting ut the Uepubiican 
National Convention, at Chaod-er'a libra­ 
ry, about the time of the organization ai 
the electoral commission he startled them 
ail by tendering his resignation as chair­ 
man. 
lie was anally induced to reconsider 
his decision upon the* assurance that he 
could have anything he would ask for if 
he remained constant to Hayes.

Haves snubbed him afterwards and entirely 
neglected him he felt very sorel/, and, 6:o s 
the correspondent: 
I have heard him name the men whose 
broken promises were of the most regret­ 
ful remembrances of his long carcer; ana 
his comments upon their dishonorable 
conduct were very severe.

This picture had always given him a 
great deal of satisfaction. 
He had cut ii 
out of the paper, kept in a convenient pig­ 
eonhole in his library de^k and used to 
look at it very frequently when ruminat­ 
ing upon the events of the last Presiden­ 
tial campaign. I remember being in his 
lihiary once with a party of gentlemen. 
When this picture was alluded to: Chand­ 
ler drew it out of its hiding place and 
passed it around. 
As he folded his sheet 
up again he remarked to me: 
MI came very near letting go of that tail, 
didn’t I *” 
Mr. Chandler never quite forgave Pres­ 
ident Hayes tor ignoring hun In the early 
days of his administration, although he 
finally buried his grievances, aud over 
them put an epitaph in his memory an­ 
nouncing that they were thus disposed oi 
tor the sane of party harmony, aud the 
party good.

Hayes’ economy end expressed hiuiscll en 
the score thus:

000 a year out of his salary.

Hayes that I will fix it so that ne can save 
his entire salary.

I will give 
him a check for that amount payable when 
he will write hie resignation of President 
01 the United states un the back ut it.

Matt. Carpenter,” he con- I 
tinued, “has torn up all his papers, and 
says be has got done with politics. 
I 
haven’t,” sam he, emphatically, “not by a 
blank sight.” 
And to regain his scat in the senate wss 
the object of his life. 
When it was accom­ 
plished he enjoyed more satisfaction than 
is often allowed to men. 
Last spriog he was made a Doctor of 
Laws by a Michigan college. 
He didn’t 
quite like it, because he was afraid he 
weald be made sport oi, as he appreciated 
the fact that the honor w&9 misapplied, 
but but said yery little, aud didn’t like to 
have the matter alluded to. 
One day a 
fellow senator called him “Doctor Chand- 
Ubandler.” 
While he showed annoyance, 
Le passed it over as a joke, aud remarked 
that he supposed “them d— d literary fel­ 
lows,” (quoting Senator Cameron) were 
I alout of him.” 
Although at times profane to an extent 
that would notily an “army in Flanders,” 
Mr. Chandler was a man of sincere relig­ 
ious convictions, of profound reverence, 
and a believer in the Calvinistic faith. His 
wile and daughter are members of the 
Presbyterian church, and he attended with 
them. 
He used to talk religion frequently 
and expressed himself very freely as be­ 
lieving in the existence of an all-wise and 
overruling Providence. 
His convictions 
upon every subject was intense ; what he 
believed was a9 much a part of his life as 
the pulsations of his blood—whether it was 
politics, business or religion. I heard him 
apologize once for swearing. 
“I am in the habit sometimes,” he said, 
“of expressing myself freely. 
It’s a bad 
practice, I know; but the English language 
is deficient in some respects, aud I don't 
peak any other.” 
He was ai ways very respectful to clergy­ 
men, and treated everything of a religious 
bearmg with careful reverence. 
He was 
intolerant toward those who differed from 
him in their religious viewe, as toward 
those who differed from him in politics. 
He once said of Bob Ingersoll : 
I like his politics, but damn his relig­ 
ion.” 
All of Senator Chandler ^property was 
well invested, so that he badan Income 
of $75,OOO.per annum from the same. When 
Eugene Hale married Miss Chandler her 
father gave her a dowry of $100,000, and 
subsequently settled $50,000 on each of her 
three children. 
Chandler 
was always 
very liberal in the use (of money for great 
politic al purposes were to be accomplished. 
So his cheek bonks show that|he expended 
*07,000 pending the election and inaugura­ 
tion of President Hayes.

U nited S tates. 
West Point Letter to New York Poet. 
“Oh! but I say this Is a beastly grind, 
you know.” 
This la a brief but correct summary of 
tbs impression made upon the mind of my 
irlead, a clergyman of the church of Eog- 
land, whom I had brought to West Point 
for the purpose of showing him bow we 
Americans train a corps of army officers. 
To him the idea of men being confined 
so closely to routine work as to allow but 
a bare halt hour out of each day for recre­ 
ation was a monstrosity. 
“Hut do you mean to say that these ca­ 
dets have no sport ?” 
“No; no organized sport, correspond­ 
ing to boating, foot-bali or base-ball at 
colleges.” 
“ Well, said the Englishman gravely, 
“our hug I is Ii cadets would think them­ 
selves hardly used if they were debarred 
their regular sport every day, and I think 
that here in the army you would Aud more 
pleasure in your lite and enjoy the army 
better if a liberal dose of recreation were 
thrown into your cadet course.” 
At an Amerioan college you will find 
perhaps one man ia ten who takes syste­ 
matic exercise*, and I fear I am saying too 
much when I say that. At Yale, where 
boating enthusiasm can certainly be said 
to exist, besides half a dozen six-oared 
crews who tram for races, there are scarce* 
ly fifty students probably who row regu­ 
larly out of ten hundred and thirty-nine 
between the ages of sixteen and twenty- 
five years. Take base ball, foot ball, horse­ 
back riding or walking, and there is a still 
greater falling off. 
The reason is that 
where in England the beads of tho faculty 
understand the value of a strong physical 
frame to a man starting in life, and foster 
manly sports as a natural recreation; 
with 
us 
the 
filet 
that 
a 
man 
takes to exercise 19 looked upon as some­ 
thing out of the ordinary run, and conse­ 
quently reprehensible. It a man with us 
net* low in his standing the cause Is imme­ 
diately sought in athletic pursuits. Ile is 
warn i to give up boating, base ball or 
whatever recreation he may seek for his 
health. To see a tutor rowing a shell 
would excite wonder at an American col­ 
lege, and recently when a priest of the 
English church took off his “ cloth” rolled 
up his sleeves aud beat the West Point 
officers at lawn-ten dis on their own grounds 
and with their own rackers, you .may im­ 
agine their amazement aud delight 
The 
thought ol it is in strong contract with the 
Habits of the American parson, whose 
most worldly occupation h driving a bug­ 
gy six miles lo tho hour. 
Hut to return to West Point; paradoxi­ 
cal as it sound-, it is the absolute necessity 
that the cadets should have exercise that 
forbids them having any recreation time., 
They rise at six o’clock, breakfast, look 
over their le*sous, and arc c jeu pied lrom 
eigDt to oue o'clock with drill or rf citation. 
They dine and recite until lour o’clock, 
they then get ready for the atterr con drill 
(rom half past tour to half past five o’clock, 
and then they have just time to get ready 
tor^parade, which takes piacj about six p. 
rn. now* Immediately alter parade they 
are drummed cli to supper, aud only after 
supper do they have aa exact half hour 
aosoluteiy to themselves. 
Then the drum 
heats again, and they retire to their rooms 
aud study .until taps at half-past nine 
o’clock, when they turn out the gas and 
take their only real recreation of the day. 
They cannot smoke out of their rooms. In 
strolling about the grounds you never meet 
those cosy groups under th#* trees that lend 
such a charm to undergraduate life at liar* 
vard and Yale. No sn oils with friends, 
no entertaining chats arm in arm, that do 
so much to cement friendships, no even­ 
ings over a pipe or bowl with a round of 
song. None of these. 
Instead, we have precise action, a turn 
on the heel that suggests a machine at the 
waist, an erect carnage and a military 
bearing carried even into the recitation 
room. 
A West Point recitation, ty the way. is 
something unique. 
When a visitor makes 
hts appearance every cadet 
rises and 
“fronts,” aid you feel as you did when you 
entered your first freshmen society, where 
the walls were lined with your tender Ini­ 
tiators. This severe military carriage is 
relsxed at a sign from the instructor, and 
the recitation goes on. 
The teaching is undoubtedly the most 
thorough rn the country, if not rn the 
world. The reason will probably be found 
in the fact that not only are the cadets held 
to a strict accountability for the work they 
go over, but in addition to that a: distant 
instructors are also strictly responsible 
to the professors iu charge of their depart­ 
ment. Thus a professor of mathematics 
will have one hour’s lostuction with his 
class during the torenc )u, and the remain­ 
der of the time he devotes to inspecting 
the work cf his assistant professors who 
are instructing other sections in the same 
ubjcct. As there are only nine men in a 
section, it will be readily seen that nobody 
can escape a keen cross examination dur­ 
ing the hour. 
The tact that a professor is known to 
make the rounds of all the section rooms 
is a guaranty to the cadet that no injustice 
will be done him by a young instructor, 
who for any reason may betray partiality. 
The professor is sure to seek an explana­ 
tion lur any great difference between bis 
mark and that on a tutor’s book when the 
same man is under consideration. It is the 
curse of the marking system of our Amer­ 
ican colleges that a man is at the mercy of 
a young tutor who, by his mark book, sits 
in 
judgment 
from 
which 
there 
is no appeal. Every college man knows 
how much injustice is done by a few cal­ 
low instructors who have perhaps forty 
men to hear at a time, who heir each man 
perhaps every other day, and must deter­ 
mine his stand by the two or three minutes 
he is on his feet. There are so many op­ 
portunities for the dishonest student to 
impose on the tutur, and the tutor Is so 
quick to suspect of laziness the man who is 
too honest to “pony” or band In “sick ex­ 
cuses,” and, moreover, the divisions are so 
large and the examinations so infrequent, 
that the marking system, in my judgment, 
is fruitful of evil. 
No educational institution in this country 
bai probably so large a teaching force iu 
proportion to the students as West Point. 
Ai Yale and Harvard the proportion is 
about one to ten ; at the military acad­ 
emy it is one to five. At Yale a prof­ 
essor has sometimes sixty men in a rec­ 
itation room ; here be ha9 nine. Here 
the student must learn; there he may. 
Here he must learn so much aud no 
more ; there he must learn a little less 
than so much, but may learn a great deal 
more. 
At West Point the marking system is 
necessary, is wisely managed, and cannot 
be abused ; but in a college the case is 
different, for there are three times aa many 
men before the tutor as before the West 
Point instructor. 
The marking system again has a very 
strong tendency to suppress the free com­ 
munication between tho teacher and the 
taught which is indispensable to the best 
education. No ordinary man will imperil 
his standing by exposiug his ignorance be 
fore his tutor. Many instructors feel H is 
and Invite their scholars to question I eely, 
but the boys are sky. They fear to sow the 
wind. 
A good story is told here ot 
one of the best and most popular profes­ 
sors. The cadet who told it is no longer in 
the corps. He is therefore 6afe. The pro­ 
fessor had frequently urged the cadets to 
make known their wants to him. 
“Only 
by this means, gentlemen, will you acquire 
that comprehensive grasp of your subject 
which it is my eodcaYor to Afford you.” 


At last a hand went up, and the delight­ 
ed professor asked: 
“What is it, Mr. Smith?” 
“May I ask a question, Professor,” was 
the reply. 
“Certainly—but one minute, Mr. Smith. 
Let me now direct {your attention, gentle­ 
men, to the praiseworthy conduct of Mr. 
Smith. You are now to witness an illustra­ 
tion of what is excellent rn the Socratic 
teaching. I hope you will not fail in future 
to follow the good example set by Mr. 
Smith. Now, Mr. Smith, what is your 
question ?'* 
“May I shut the door, Professor V*
